KILL A DETECTIVE 


Shot in Back of Head and Attacked

He was shot in the tack of the head 
and attacked with clubs by a party of 
ten men. He died shortly afterward. 
Pollack was found by "other depu- 
ties shortly after the attack lying be- 
side a road. 
His head had been so 


badly pounded that his brains were 
exposed. 


Sheriff Cruz has made one arrest 
and expects to apprehend all of the 
men involved in 
the murder today. 
The crime has caused much excite- 
ment in the Isle R~byal district and 
feeling runs high. 


Pollack, whose parents reside 
at 
the Atlantic mine, was 
particularly 
active as a deputy and had incurred 
the wrath of the strikers by vanquish- 
ing six ot them in a fist fight a few 
days ago. He was thirty-three years 
old.

VANDERLIP'S CRITICISM 


Frank A. Vanderlip Talks to Senate 


Banking Committee Admitting 


That Proposed Measure 


Has Some Merit. 
Washington, Oct. 8.—Reports that 
President Wilson was attempting to 
prod democratic senators into quick 
action on the currency bill and 
a 
published statement that he would 
class as a "rebel" any democrat who 
did not support him, brought out an 
emphatic 
denial 
from 
the 
White 
House today. 
The president 
made 
public the following letter: 
"To the Editor of the Washington 
Post. Sir: 
I am quoted in your issue 


of this morning as saying that any- 
one who does not support me is no 
democrat, but a rebel. 
OJ' course 1 
never said any such thing." 
."It is contrary both to my thought 
and to my character and I 'must ask 
(hat you give 
a 
very prominent 
place in youi- issue of tomorrow to 
this denial. Very truly yours, Wood- 
row Wilson." 


Confident of Adjustment. 
At the White House there was a 
disposition- to look upon the currency 
situation, as on the way to amicable 
adjustment.' 
The president, it was 
said today, feels 
sure that Senator 
Reed" t'o Missouri would soon join the 
administration 
supporters in 
the 
banking and currency committee and 
that Senator O'Gortnan would in the 
end side with the 
majority. There 
was no' such sanguine feeliuk, how- 
ever, with respect to Senator Hitch- 
cock. 


Crit'cises Certain Points. 
Frank A. Vanderlip. president of 
the National City Bank of New York, 
told the senate banking committee 
today he endorsed manV important 
features of the administration cur- 
rency bill. 
Mr. Vanderlip. however, 
criticised adversely certain 
points, 
notably the independence of the re- 
gional reserve banks, the -character 
of the note issue plan, and the sec- 
tion compelling all national banks to 
become members of the proposed sys- 
tem. 


Aside from those objections, how- 
ever, he found many excellent quali- 
ties in the administration plan and 
took issue wtih many bankers who 
have 
criticised adve'rsely 
different 
parts of the bill..,,,,. 


Would Pr.event Panics. 
A repetition of',the panic of 1907 


from such causes as brought it about 
would be impossible under the pro- 
posed banking system, said Mr. Van- 
derlip. He declared that the call loan 
market would be greatly minimized 
in importance under thp new plan 
and that hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars now used for call loans on stock 
exchange collateral would be turned 
into 
commercial channels. The re- 
serve system proposed would be su- 
perior to the present system, he said.

Nineteen Casse Remain Under Care 


of City Visiting Nurse—Ninety 


Calls During Month. 


Ninety calls_ on patients were made 
by the municipal visiting nurse, Miss 
Agnes Anderson, during the month of 
September, according to her report 
for that period, filed with the city 
council at its meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon. 
Twenty-eight patients were 
cared for, of whom twenty were old 
cases and eight new cases. 
Three 
were dismissed recovered, four im- 
proved, and two died. 
Nineteen pa- 
tients remain under her care. 
The 
diagnosis of the new cases are as fol- 
lows: 
Tuberculosis, 1; heart trouble, 
3; typhoid, 1; tonsilitis, 1; maternity, 
1; intestinal trouble, 1. 
Health Officer Dr. S. B. Buckmas- 
ter reports that there is only one card 
for contagious disease, one 
for ty- 
phoid, that is up in the city at the 
present time, and that will soon be 
removed. This did not originate from 
the local water supply. The fact that 
the city schools have been open for 
five weeks without any 
contagious 
disease developing is very gratifying, 
both to the teachers and the ,.healt 
authorities.

YOUNG MAN CAUGHT 


UNDER CAR WHEELS 


Raymond 
Bruce, Twenty-two, 
Who 


Tried to "Flip" Train, May Die 


From His Injuries. 


Raymond Bruce, a stranger, aged 
twenty-two years, may lose his life as 
the result of an attempt to "flip" a 
swift-moving 
freight train 
on 
the 
Northwestern railway in the South 
Janesville yards at five o'clock yester 
day afternoon. 
Bru-ce had his right 
foot crushed so badly that amputa- 
tion ..was made necessary. 'He also 
sustained injuries • to the other limb 
and a dangerous scalp wound which 
may cause iiis death. The train was 
the time freight coming from Chicago 
Bruce was evidently walking up 
the tracks and endeavored to catch 
the speeding freight "train to ride to 
the yards. The enginemen were hur 
rying into the lead of the yards from 
the main line to catch the bunk car 
to Jauesvilie and were going at a'higr 
rate of speed. 
Bruce first tried 'to 
grab the handles on the side of the 
car but the train was too fast for 
him. 
In 
his 
second 
attempt 
he 


jumped for the bars, missed them, and 
was thrown between the 
bumper 
and beneath the .wheels. 
The fad 
that the brake beams struck him anc 
thre •/ him away 
from 
the wheels 
saved him from being terribly man 
gled. The train was stopped at once 
and. the injured man rushed to the 
hospital where 'Dr. E. F. Woods am- 
putated the right foot. 
Besides hav 
ing both legs cut he had a dangerous 
scalp wound which may prove fatal 
From a seaman's card found on his 
clothes, his name was learned to be 
Raymond Bruce./and his home was 
in Kentucky. He had resided in Mis- 
scuri before coming to 
Wisconsin 
Bruce was very well, dressed and at 
the time of the accident was with a 
companion who tried 
to 
catch the 


freight from the other side of 
the 
track, but realized the danger and 
kept off. 
Throughout, the night 
Bruce ling 
ered between life and death and this 
afternoon his condition was 'given as 
very low and death is expected be 
fore evening. He regained conscious' 
ness several times but was unable to 
give a clear' account of the accident 
or anything authenic concerning his 
relatives.

PRISONERS RECEIVED 


More Than That Number Cared For 


at State's Prison Since First 


Sentence Was Passed. 
(.SPECIAL TO TEE 
GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., Oct. 
S.—From, the 
time that the first man was sent to 
Waupun for 
life 
imprisonment in 
1851 to date, oil have received such 
sentences, according t.o a report of 
the state board-of control, which has 
has just heen compiled. Of this num- 
ber 29 / were-sentenced for murder in 
-the first degree, 9 for murder in the 
second decree, 4 tor rape and one 
for desertion of th'j 
army 
in 1861. 
This is the first detailed report of 
this character to be compiled by the 
state board .of control in recent years. 
On' of this total of 311 lifers, 59 
are still incarcerated 
at the. prison. 
Of this number three are women. The 
oldest living life prisoner in the in- 
stitution is a man wh.o was sentenced 
for murder in the first degree from 
the Occnto county circuit court on 
Oct. 25, 1872.- He will have spent 42 
years in the 
institution 
one week 


from next Saturday. 
The first man 
t.o receive a life sentence was Patrick 
Maroney. now deceased, 
who 
was 
sent to the institution from Milwau- 
kee county on March G, 1SS1. 
The 
last lifer to 'be sent to Waupun dur- 
ing the past fiscal year came from 
Polk county last February.

MINT MAKES DAINTY DISHES. 
"I know a bank whereon the wild 
thyme grows." 
And many 
of us know where a 
fine bed of mint grows, or if we do 
not, we at least know the market 
where fresh, fragrant mint may be 
purchased for a few cents. 
And we know that mint is becom- 
ing more universally used every day 
for flavoring many d'ishes. 
A spring of mint in lima beans and 
other vegetables not strong in flavor,' 
while cooking gives a delicate flavor 
to the vegetables, which 1 .think al- 
most every one would like. It is an 
absolute essential—at least we think 
so, which is the same thing—in a 
sauce or jelly for lamb. A leaf put 
into a glass • when filling with hot 
crabapple 
jelly 
gives 
a delicious 
flavor, and again chopped and used

mold. When ready to serve, turn out 
and cover the cream 
with

chocolate icing. Garnish with, choco- 
late dipped almonds. 


A delicious maple 'sauce to serve 


with plain ice cream is hot maple 
sirup with hickory nuts. 


Any fruit juices, with the addition 


of a little fruit that is made into a 
fine pulp is well liked. One may orig- 
inate a new frozen dish every day by 
varying the combination. A spoonful 
of preseryes;"'like strawberries, rasp- 
berries of pineapple, will make the 
plain ice cream quite an elegant dish.

Every Day Talks for Every Day People

People who haven't the-time-to fuss 
with house-plants, but who love flow- 
ers, should purchase a few bulbs and 
rely on them for blossoms. The con- 
ditions of growth are so simple and 
so few there is no reason why anyone 
should fail 
with them. They 
need 
not be kept, in the living-room at all, 
until a short time before their blos- 
soms are due, .nor need they be kept 
there after their flowers have faded. 
One dollar will" supply one with quite 
a variety of. bulbs and a succession 
of bloom, of from four to eight weeks 
can be maintained. 


As soon as possible in the fall the 
bulbs 
should, 
be 
purchased -and 
planted. 
If you plant in September, 
you can expect flowers as early 
as 
December, and.with care they can be 
kept blooming'until the middle 
of 
January from this one planting. 
• To obtain the best results the soil 
for bulbs should be fairly rich and 
well supplied with 
humus. 
With 
such soil, place in the bottom of the 
pots a few pebbles,-hard coal clinkers 
or 
other 
drainage 
material. 
The 
bulbs should he covered with about 
half an inch of soil antl the post filled 
not nearer than within half an inch 
of the rim. 


After planting stand 
the pots 
in 
water an inch or so deep until the 
surface is seen to he getting wet, then 
put in a cold cellar. One 
a week 
look them over to see that they do 
not dry out. 
An occasional watering 


will furnish them with the necessary- 
moisture. 


They must be kept cool as this pro- 
duces slow but sure developing of the 
roots, and they must not be brought 
into the light until they show at least 
an inch of. leaves in the form of a hud 
above the 
surface of the soil. 
By 
bringing 
them 
to 
the 
light 
and 
warmth you hasten their growth and 
by planning so as to have some held 
back on can. have blooms almost con- 
tinually with litle effort. 


Many people prefer to grow bulbs 
in water without the aid of soil. 
In 
such cases all that is necessary is to 
kep the bulbs just out of the water, 
or so that nothing but the bases touch 
the water. 


The bulb most grown in water 
is 
the Chinese lily, one 
of the 
large 
members of the narcissus family. To 
get best results these bulbs should be 
placed in shallow bowls with 
clean 
pepples'in the bottom; 
bowls with 
broad bottoms so as to prevent easy 
tipping. 


To start a bulb in water it must be 
kept in the dark until the bud at the 
apex of the bulb is well developed. 
The only attention needed is to see 
that they have water within reaching
